WASHINGTON, D. C. — Con-

Europeans knew in early 1914 
that the fuse was sizzling. They al- 
ready knew it in 1908, when I first 

went overseas as an American news

talk then on this side of the Atlan. 
‘ tic, but I ran into it immediately in 
‘Britain and on the Continent. We 
| Yankees simply were not aware of 
it. We are this time. 
, When Archduke Francis Ferdin- 
:and of Austria was assassina‘ed at 
Sarajevo I was a news association 
‘Manager (recently returned from 
abroad, and therefore somewhat 
| freshly in touch with old world bit- 
; ternesses) in San Francisco. And I 
‘could not persuade my association’s

not believe there would be any de- 
mand for them. They probably were 
_ Tight about it, too—-at that juncture, 
But let any one-horse little sub-dic- 
‘ tator be assassinated at present ?— 
how those same editors would jump 
to it! 

The difference is, not so much 
that the situation is worse than it 
was, but that we are conscious of it.
